VERY year the International Institute of Intellectual Co- 
operation of the League of Nations assembles lists of out- 
standing books from all the literate nations of the world, and 
publishes them in pamphlet form as a World List of Notable 
Kooks. The list for each country is apportioned on the basis of 
its literary output. Thus the United States is entitled to forty 
books on each annual list, which may include all classes other 
than fiction and children’s books. The American Library Asso- 
ciation is the agency responsible for the selection of the Ameri- 
can list, but it seeks the advice of many specialists and scholars 
outside its own field. The 1926 list has just been completed and 
has been forwarded to Paris. There are always insuperable dif- 
ficulties in compiling any list of forty titles and it would be too 
much to expect that any individual would feel entirely satisfied 
with the result. Almost everyone will lament the inclusion of 
some title, will regret the omission of another. But each of 
these books has been approved for the purpose by persons whose 
literary opinions are thought worth while.

Either 
we live by accident and die by accident, or we live by plan and die by plan. 
And on that instant Brother Juniper made the resolve to inquire into the 
secret lives of those five persons, that moment falling through the air, and 
to surprise the reason of their taking off.

There is great need for the compilation of lists of books especially suited to 
foreign readers who have little education. Among the specific languages for which 
the commititce knows of no recently made lists it can recommend as guides for 
library purchase are Arabic, Armenian, Dutch, Lithuanian, Portuguese, Russian, 
and Slovak (A list of Russian books of today would be more useful if it included 
important books by those Russians who are both writing and having their works 
published outside the U. S. S. R. as well as the books being produced within the 
Soviet Union) Lists of books in English are needed on immigration, ethnology 
as it concerns immigration to America, plays and pageants suitable for production 
by the foreign-born, and books in bi-lingual form, so popular with the alien in a 
transition state. List making is one of the most useful activities for committees 
on work with new Americans, appointed by state library associations. The A. L. A. 
committee invites correspondence on this topic from state committees. It also 
asks that lists made by libraries or other agencies be sent, with their prices, to 
the A. L. A. committee chairman, Miss Edna Phillips, Massachusetts Division of 
Public Libraries, State House, Boston. 

No individual nor any one committee can cover more than a fragment of this 
subject. Concerted action and a sharing of experience through an exchange of 


lists will help. 

Current magazine articles written in English on foreign literature of the day, 
especially about books in languages in which no recent lists are available, have 
been included when they contain suggestions helpful to libraries in book purchase 


(A number of excellent articles on individual authors or on single books do not 
come within the scope of this compilation) The list covers 1927 only and all magazine 
references are to issues of that year.

HE A. L. A. Survey was a 

survey of library facts— 
not opinions. It was not in- 
tended to prove anything, or to 
convince anyone of anything. 
Its reports contained no argu- 
ments, no propaganda, no 
obiter dicta, and only a mini- 
mum of statistics. But it did 
give the “concrete facts of con- 
crete cases” and many of us 
have found the published re- 
sults extremely useful, not only 
in finding a norm of practice,

but also as a body of data to 
which we can refer our presi- 
dents, our boards, our deans, 
our library committees and our 
correspondents. By studying 
the Survey we have been able to 
reach conclusions with practical 
application to our own library 
problems. In some cases we 
have found justification for the 
faith that is in us; in others we 
have found support for our 
arguments contending for this 
or that line of action. 
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
